2o Each time card must have a three digit employee number to 
enable the computer to match it nith the appropriate employee record for 
processing. No sequencing of employee numbers is necessary but an "e** must 
follow the last time card to indicate to the computer that all the time cards 
have been read in, 

3o A carriage return must follow every employee number and every 
"in" and "out" punch to indicate the end of the number e 

4p An "in" and "out" punch must be recorded every day* If the

The output is printed in employee number order and in succession « 
hours regular earnings oprsmium earnings « gross earnings » FoOoAoBo, with- 
holding taxo net payo employee number ^ employee naraep check number o and 
amounto The output format, is designed for a Standard Register KCR 31*-^ 
continuous two»part check and deduction form. To use the form,, insert 
them in the Flexowriter engaging the left hand pin-feed holes « The left 
hand margin must be set and the forms vertically aligned so that the first 
character will be printed on the form under the "h" in the center of the 
box labeled "hours" o. (This is the normal position of the left hand roargino-) 
Set the carriage return selector to siiigle spacQo
